Bradford,  and  this  reply,  by  a  conscien¬ 
tious  and  profoundly  thoughtful  layman, 
are  noteworthy  facts  shovvlug  the  ten¬ 
dency  and  attitude  of  rationally  "progres¬ 
sive”  and  reasonably  conservative  thought 
on  theological  subjects  at  th’is  time.

aiwe, )  Mr.  Marsli  c’ aimed  tiiat  his  re¬ 
moval  from  office  was  illegal.  In  the  com¬ 
munication  lie  notified  the  committee  that 
unless  the  matter  was  rectified,  he  would 
begin  lega'  proceedings  and  serve  an  in¬ 
junction  on  the  present  incumbent  The 
matter  wa*  referred  to  the  Town  Counsel, 
the  majority  of  the  Committee  deeming 
prudent  to  let  the  law  fight  the  law.
